1 tell you that 
you will not be able to realue half 
your programme unless you gather 
up the whole of the live forces of 
democracy; and this you will only be 
able to do by protecting bills of im* 
inesliatc and wide cfHcacy far exceed* 
ing what the tone, the accent, and the 
form of your declaration seems to 
promise. 

I 'rll you that unless you propose 
witlufut delay a general an<l progrrs* 
sivc tax that will sciisdily relieve the 
peasantry, unless yi*ii thus invoke 
from the peasant class the complc' 
tticnl of support that you will nerd to 
make up tor the defections the 
boiirgcoisicj you will give yourselves 
up to political impotence. 

Nadonaluation la the Remedy. 

It is not enough for you to propose 
an intornatiuiial conference to prevent 
the rva^iott of capital. I praise you 
for that, but it will not sutTice. If you 
w«fu!tl exercise real control over 
revenues and legacies, if you would 
av4>id bring duped and robbed, you 
wilt have to pr«Keed to nationalize the 
banks, the credit establishments, and, 
as M. Clemenceau was proposing, the 
ministerial services. You will be led 
to break the centre of resistance of 
these ecfiiiomic mmers which already 
tlircaten and dety you. A young and 
distinguished writer on the "*Aciion 
I Hiberale'* has already warned you. He 
has i«dd you: *'We Cunservativet have 
lost our |M>litical power, but the eco* 
notate power remains with us. and we 
must know how to use it.** To smash 
! tbi menace, to answer this challenge, 
v«)ii will be compelled to let the na* 
tion's hand grasp the great mechanism 
of railways and mines which is tlic 
central spring of the country's cco* 
aomte activity.

But that 
Would not hi fair acording to pp- 
uical economy. On the contrary, 
the workman gets out of the pro¬ 
duce no more tluin the bare neces¬ 
saries of life.
